Looms; Serbs 
F ight Albania

GENEVA, Sept. 20.—Hostilities have 
started between Jugo-Slavia and Alba- 
nia. Serbian aftillery bombarded the 
town of Arras, a strategic point just 
inside the Albanian frontier, at 3 
o’clock Sunday afternoon, Sept. 18. The 
Albanian frontier guards have been re- 
inforced by machine gun companies 
and are resisting the Serbs. The num- 
ber of casualties is not known. 

Bishop San’ Noli, the Albahian dele 
gate to the league, this afternoon ad 
vised the political committee of tho 
league assembly of this information 
immediately upon receipt of a telegram 
from his government. 

Despite the seriousness of actin:

The hostilities began twenty-four 
hours after the Serbian commander 
on the frontier sent an ultimatum to 
the Albanian leader ordering’ the im- 
mediate evacuation of the six towns 
in Albania comprising a zone twenty 
miles long and eight miles deep. Arras, 
Muher, Siviha, Gryka, Zaidha, and. 
Maliburas were the towns ordered 
evacuated by the Serbians. All the

CROOKS TLL TALK,” 
SAYS FITZMORRIS 


After a ‘brief with At- 
torney James W. Breen, Chief Fitz- 
morris issyed the following statement 
regarding the finding of guilty entered 
by Judge David on the contempt 
charges: 

“I gtill think that Wanderer should

Who Wrote Zelda Crosby

New York, Sept. 20-—{Special.]—

MUSCLE SHOALS OFFER. 


A Washington dispatch says that Henry Ford’s 
offer for Muscle Shoals was discussed for two 
hours Monday afternoon by Secretary Weeks, Sec- 
retary Hoover, Gen. Taylor, with W. B. Mayo and 
J. W. Worthington representing Mr. Ford. Two

te clear the situation. We may now hope to be in- 
formed that Mr. Ford's offer has been definitely 
rejected or withdrawn for resubmission with pro- 
visions much more advantageous to the govern- 
ment, if not to Mr. Ford. ; i 

The recently passed federal law on the control 
and development of water rights in the United 
States definitely forbids the granting of the Muscle 
Shoals water power. rights to Mr. Ford on the 
terms offered by him. We may assume that the 
government agents in the conference mentioned 
made this clear to his representatives. For in- 
stance: 

The law provides that all water power leases be 
limited to fifty years. Ford asks for a 100-year 
lease with provision for indefinite renewals. The 
law provides for return of government works alt 
the government at the end of fifty years. Ford 
seeks indefinite private possession of the govern- 
ment works. The law provides for regulation of 
price to the private consumer. Ford’s offer agrees 
to no such provision. The law provides that public 
water power rights taken for profit shall make a 
return to the public. The Ford offer, ignoring 
such return, d6es not even cover the 
outlay. 

The law is designed to protect and develop the 
natural resources owned by the government, that 
is, by the people. Certainly Mr. Ford’s represen- 
tatives cannot expect to subvert this purpose by 
private arrang¢ment with government representa- 
tives. The law imust operate, as it was designed to 
operate, to prevent the sale’ of public resources 
to a private individual for the benefit of the latter 
without regard to the former. If the government 
representatives have not already made this plain 
to Mr. Ford’s representatives they have been amiss. 

The whole answer to the Ford proposal is already 
prepared and on the statute books. The only pres- 
ent purpose of discussion can be to make that 
peint clear. If Mr. Ford wants to withdraw his 
offer and make a new one within the provisions} 
of the law, well and good. Negotiations might then 
proceed. In the meantime further discussion of 
the offer as it stands can be interpreted only as 
an effort to evade regulations already set down. 


A REGULAR KING.

erate opinion accepted the method of constitutional 
prohibition because it was directed at a traffic which 
was: producing public evils. It accepted it with 
reluctance, as in some measure infringing private 
liberty, because the public social and economic 
benefits to be expected from prohibition outwei 
considerations of private convenience. 

But moderate opinion, which without doubt is 
majority opinien, did not conceive of the prohibi- 
tion amendment as a means of imposing a code of 
moral conduct upon the individual. If it had, there 
would be no prohibition amendment today. If the 
amendment is so interpreted and enforced, we pre- 
dict there will be no prohibition amendment to- 
morrow. | 


Prohibition zealots draw no such | distinction. 
They are confident of their own rectitude and they 
hare not only willing but anxious to impose ita 
forms upon others. "But in so attempting they 
thrust the cause of temperance into the background 
and raise a far higher issue, the issue Od freedom

@8n that issue we have*too faith in the in- 
telligence and spirit of the Amgrican people to have 
any doubts. Heedlessly sometimes we pe t in- 
fringements of personal liberty and private con- 
science. The issue of personal liberty was, in fact.

Now 
there is an increase in the autumn, it is 
true, but it is gradual and small. The 
great peaks are postponed until spring. 
This is one of the factors that operates 
to make the sickness curve of the year so 
lopsided in nt years. 

The decrease in the fall school con- 
tagion rate and the leveling of the July- 
August-September peak of baby sick- 
ness, plus the increase in the pneumonia, 
coughs, coryza rates in February, March, 
and April, have served to concentrate 
most of the sickness of the year in a few 
months of the late winter and early 
spring. 


| If school inspection is able to hold 
down contagion in the fall, why can it 
‘not hold it down equally well in the 
spring? If it. only postpones contagion 
from the fall to the spring is it worth 
while? 

Fall is the better time to be sick, the 
danger of pneumonia as a’ complication 
is greater in the spring. This being the 
case, is not school inspection harmful 
rather than helpful? 

Statistics show that deaths from con- 
tagion are de@Peasing. Therefore there 
must be some flaw somewhere. Statis- 
tics show that the aggregates for the 
entire school year are smaller than in 
olden ‘times., 

The fact is fhat some cases of con-

TREATING WHEAT FOR SMUT 
IS CHEAP INSURANCE. 


Wheat growers are gradually learn- 
ing that one of the cheapest forms 
of insurance is protection of the grain 
crop by treating their seed wheat for 
smut before sowing it. Many of them 
are equipped to use the hot water 
method, which is one of the easy and 
simple ways of preventing smut dam- 
ages. 

Others believe in the formaldehyde 
method, which effective, simple, 
and inexpensive. They are usually 
able to treat their seed wheat with for- 
maldehyde for less than 75 cents an 
acre. The seed is first fanned to free 
it of light kernels, smutty kernels, 
and trash. Where a fanning mill is 
not available, throw the wheat into 
water, the heavy grains sink and the 
light ones that float can be easil 
skimmed off. 
The practical way is to use one 
pound of the formaldehyde in forty 
gallons of water. Spread the’ wheat 
out in a wogan box or on a smooth 
floor and immediately after the for- 
maldehyde solution has been mixed 
sprinkle it well over the grain. Then. 
with a scoop shovel, stir the grain so 
ed will a in contact with the solu- 

n. his should be done 
times. 
By covering the grain it has 
been treated this way and‘ allowing it 
to stand covered for about two hours 
all the smut spores will be killed. The

. HUNTING NOTES. 
EAL hunters who sallied forth on 


the opening day have fared pretty 

well according to all reports. The 

gunners that did their shooting 
along the Illinois river certainly could 
not complain as there were birds galore 
the day the season opened. 

The writer was cruising around some 
Illinois river marshes on the morning 
of the 16th and it was exciting busi- 
ness. Hundreds of blue wing teal were 
in flight. Blinds were unnecéssary. A 
position of a fiyway was all you needed 
and there the birds would zip past, so 
close that sornetimes you were in dan- 
ger of having your hat knocked off. 
Many hunters found it wasn’t much of 
a trick to get the limit in short order. 

Pintails also were on the job and 
offered some fine sport. They were 
quite plentiful iny the marshes below 
Havana. Blue wing teal, a few green 
wing pintails, with a -sprinkling of 
jackgnipe—not so bad for a mixed bag 
on the opening day. 

Extremely hot weather sent the birds 
into almost inaccessible holes irf the 
marshes where they loafed and fed 
undisturbed. Consequently there were 
fewer birds in flight after the opening 
day. 
Illinois river hunters found the ‘wood. 
ducks something of a nuisance. When 
beatitiful birds that are protected by 
the law slide in among your decoys, 
and censequently offer tempting shots, 
it is more or less disturbing to the am- 
bitious hunter, because it is hard to 
keep the trigger finger quiet.
